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( 4 ) Summary rejection : - (1) The licensing au 
thority shall examine every application received by 
it and if it is satisfied that the application is not 
in conformity with the provisions of rule 3 , shall 
reject it and inform the applicant accordingly .

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 
of the Goa ( Brackish Water ) Fish Farming Regu 
lation Act, 1991 (Act 9 of 1992 ) , the Government of 
Goa hereby makes the following rules for regulating 
fish farming in brackish water in the State of Goa , 
namely : 


1. Short title and commencement: ( 1 ) These 
rules may be called the Goa (Brackish Water ) Fish 
Farming Regulation Rules , 1994 . 


5. Reports : - If the licensing authority does not 
reject the application under rule 4 , it may obtain 
reports as it deems necessary from the Directorate 
of Agriculture and Fisheries towards considering 
the grant of licence in favour of the applicant. 

6. Disposal of application.- ( 1) On the receipt 
of report from the Directorate of Agriculture and 
Fisheries, the licensing authority shall consider the 
report and shall , after holding such inquiry as it 
thinks fit, so as to ensure that no damage is likely 
to be caused to any residential house or any other 
structure or a drinking water source , 

(i) allow the application in respect of the 

whole of the area to which it relates ; or 
(ii ) allow the application in respect of any 

part of the area to which it relates ; or 
( iii ) reject the application 
( 2 ) The applicant shall be informed of every order 
passed by the licensing authority under sub -rule ( 1 ) . 


2. They shall come into force at once . 

2. Definitions : - In these rules, unless the context 
otherwise requires- (a ) “ Act" means the Goa ( Brac

3. Application for licence.- ( 1) Any person desi 
rous of obtaining a licence for fishing or fish farm 
ing activities in any brackish water land under 
section 4 of the Act, shall make an application in 
Form A to the licensing authority by registered 
post or may be presented to it or to any of its su 
bordinate Officers authorised by it in this behalf , 
and if so sent or presented shall, unless the licensing 
authority otherwise directs , be made in duplicate 
and shall be signed by the applicant or his duly 
authorised representative. 

( 2 ) For every such application , a certificate shall 
be appended which shall be signed by the applicant 
to the effect that the statement of facts contained in 
the application is true to the best fo his knowledge, 
belief and is accurate . 


7. Consent . - In case an application for licence to 
carry on fishing and fish farming activity in brack 
ish water lands is presented by a person other than 
the owner of the land , the licence shall not be gran 
ted without the consent of such owner of the land . 
The consent certified by the concerned Mamlatdar 
shall be produced by the applicant alongwith the 
application for licence .

8. Deemed refusal of application.- ( 1) An appli 
cation for grant of a licence shall be disposed of 
within six months from the date of its receipt by 
the licensing authority . 

(2 ) If any application is not disposed of within 
the period specified in sub -rule (1 ) , it shall be 
deemed to have been refused .: 


9. Security deposit . - A licence in Form B shall 
be issued on the applicant depositing a sum not less

10. Grant of licence : On receipt of order of the 
licensing authority towards grant of licence, the 
Chief Executive Officer shall grant a licence in Form 
B to the applicant on payment of licence fee of 
Rs. 100 per hec. for ... months.

11. Validity of licence : The licence granted 
under rule 10 shall be valid only for a period of one 
year from the date of issue or lesser period as spe 
cified in the licence thereof. 


12. Condition of licence :--Every licence shall be 
subject to the following conditions and such condi 
tions shall be incorporated in every licence granted 
thereof, namely - 
( i) Every licensee shall carry fishing and fish 

farming activity during the validity of li 

cence ; 
( ii ) The licensee shall ensure that no damage 

is likely to cause to any residential house or 
any other structure or a drinking water 
source by fish farming activity in the brac 
kish water land ; 


(xii ) In case of breach of any of the condition of 

the licence by the licensee ; the licensing au 
thority shall give a reasonable opportunity 
to the licensee for stating his case and 
when it is satisfied that the breach is such 
as cannot be remedied , on giving 30 days 
notice to the licensee , determine the licence 
and or forfeit the whole or any part of the 
said security deposit as it may deem fit . 
If the licensing authority considers the 
breach to be remediable nature , it shall give 
notice to the licensee requiring him to re 
medy the breach within 15 days from the 
date of receipt of notice and informing 
him / her of the penalty proposed to be infli 
cited if such remedy is not effected within 
such period . 


( iii) The licensee shall make good to the reaso 

nable satisfaction of, and pay such compen 
sation as may be assessed , by the lawful 
authority in accordance with the law in force 
for all damage, injury or disturbance which 
may be done by him / her while carrying on 
fishing and fish farming activity in pur 
suance of the licence and indemnify and keep 
indemnified fully and completely the licen 
sing authority against all claims which may 
be made by any person or persons in respect 
of any such damage , injury or disturbance 
and all costs and expenses in connection 

therewith ; 
( iv ) The licensee shall at his own expense , if so 

réquired , erect or execute bunding of area or 
other work and at all times maintain and 
keep in good repair boundary mark neces 
sary to indicate demarcation of boundaries 
as specified in the licence and shall not in 
any way cause any hindrance or inconve 
nience for paddy cultivation in the adjoining 
land ; 


13. Renewal of licence : - ( 1 ) An application for 
renewal of licence shall be made to the licensing 
authority in Fom C at least two months before 
the date of expiry of licence. 

(2 ) The application for renewal of licence shall 
be disposed of within a period of 45 days from the 
date of its receipt . If the application for renewal is. 
not disposed of within the period specified above , 
it shall be deemed to have been granted .

14. Refusal of licence : If, after considering the 
application and the report of the Directorate of 
Agriculture and Fisheries the licencing authority is 
of the opinion that there are no sufficient grounds 
for considering the application . It shall , after giving 
the applicant a reasonable opportunity of being 
heard , pass an order recording the reasons therefor . 


15. Appeal: — Any applicant whose application has 
been rejected or allowed in respect of the whole or 
any part of the area to which it relates , may, within 
60 days of the date of order rejecting or allowing the 
application , as the case may be, prefer an appeal to 
the tribunal under section 6 of the Act .
